WAGE INCREASE 


Since Re-election of AVilson, Which 


Was to Result in "Closed Shops" 


and "Soup Kitchens." 


WASHINGTON, Jan.2 7—Secretary 


of Labor William B. Wilson stated 
to-day that more than eleven hun- 
dred thousand wage earners in the 
United States received substantial in- 
creases in pay in the months of Nov- 
ember and December, 1916, accord- 
ing to figures just compiled. 


"With a few minor exceptions," 


said the Secretary," all of the 1,118,- 
970 increases came after election day, 
Nov. 
7, and 931,763 during Decem- 


ber. This is extremely interesting in 


-j view of the 
prediction of 'closed 


shops,' 'soup kitchens,' 'bread lines,' 
etc., should President Wilson be re- 
elected, with which the Republican 


• managers flooded the columns of the 
' newspapers and plastered the bill- 
boards of the country in the last six 
weeks of the campaign. It is signifi- 
cant that of the 1,118,970 workers 
affected only 35,300, or a little more 
than 3 per cent., are employed in the 
manufacture of munitions. It is also 
significant that whereas 66 of the 
212 increases noted for November 
were the result of strikes, only 33 of 
the 304 for December were secured 
through this method. 


"The reports for November, 1916, 


show 212 statements of wage increas- 
es in thirty-eight States. Three of the 
reports relate to railroads and other 
interstate establishments. 
Of these 


f 
212 reports 131 show the number of 
establishments affected to be 163, and 
77 reports show 187,207 employees 
affected. Of the 212 reports of wage 


•pancreases 57 are stated to be the re- 


sult of mutual agreement between 
employer and employees, 66 as the 
result of strikes, 72 by voluntary 
action on the part of the employer 
and for the remaining 17 no reason 
was1 stated. The largest number of 
employees affected were in foundry 
and machine shops, 32,4367 mining, 
27,500; iron and steel, 24,500; hoots 
and shoes, 18,300; textile workers, 
17,950; tanning, 15,000.

Taints in Butter 


The taints sometimes noted in mar 


ket butter may often be prevented if 
care ia taken 
to see that all 
the 


churning apparatus is clean and free 
from undesirable odors and taints. 
Cleanliness, temperature and care 
are the three factors in good butter- 
making, states Bulletin No. 135, of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
State 
College 


school of agriculture and experiment 
station. 


After the butter is taken from the 


churn, the latter should be rinsed 
out with warm water, and the rins- 
ing followed by a thorough washing 
with very hot water. 
The rinsing 


with warm water will remove any 
butter-milk which may remain in the 
pores of the wood. The hot water 
will remove any fat which may be 
left in the churn. 


It is never well to use soap pow- 


ders on the interior of the churn but 
the occasional use of a small amount 
of dairy washing powder or lime 
water is beneficial. 
To keep 
the 


churn sweet and free from odors and 
taints, a small handful of lime plac- 
ed in some water in the' churn or in 
the last rinsing of the churn is very 
effective.

well-broken collie dog is an unfailing 
source of help and satisfaction, while 
an unbroken, untrained dog is a con- 
tinual nuisance. In handling stock 
with a dog, it is important that the dog 
De well-trained, and that great care 
be exercised while the animals are 
getting used to betog managed by him. 
When those two conditions are ful- 
filled it is surprising how easily and 
economically stock can be taken care 
of. 


The first essential in breaking a dog 


for any purpose is to teach him to 
mind. Dogs are intelligent and af- 
fectionate animals and are usually 
gratified to do the will of their master. 
If possible, an animal should be brok- 
en to mind without fear of punish-

ment. 
In breaking dogs to handle 


stock it is a great advantage to have 
stock that is used to being driven by 
a dog, upon which to break the puppy. 
Stock that is not used to a dog is 
often easily frightened, or it may fight 
the dog. 


It is an excellent plan to have an 


older and well-broken dog to assist in 
the training, as dogs are imitative. 


The puppy quickly learns what is 


wanted by association with the older 
d<5g. In training dogs avoid shouting. 
It is as easy to teach them to mind 
a single word or a whistle, and much 
more satisfactory, and remember that 
much more can be accomplished by 
kindness than harshness. 


TEST SEED WITHOUT CHARGE 


Department of Agriculture and State 


Laboratories Will Perform Work 


for Farmers. 


The seed laboratory of the United 


States department of agriculture, and 
also the' seed laboratories of many of 
the experiment stations of the state 
colleges of agriculture, will make with- 
out charge tests of alfalfa seed and 
other seeds both for purity and ger- 
mination. The^test for purity deter- 
mines the percentage of pure seed 
and weed seeds, including dodder.

should be addressed to the Seed Lab- 
oratory, United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. The 
name and address of the seller, the 
year and place of growth, the price 
paid, and the name and address of 
the sender of the -seed should ac- 
company the sample in so far as4this 
information can be given. 


SHED TO STORE THE MANURE 


Lose by Leaching 'When Exposed in 


Winter Amounts to Considerable 


Sum—Keep It Covered. 


Chemi-cal analysis made during five 


years at the Ohio experiment station 
show that barnyard manure loses about 
one-half Its potassium, one-third its 
nitrogen and one-fourth its phosphorus 
when exposed to the weather for three 
winter months. 


At prices prevailing before the Eu- 


ropean war the fertility constituents 
in a ton of manure would be worth 
about $2. The loss by leaching three 
months would then -amonnt to about 80 
cents. At the present cost of potash 
the loss would be nearly $2 from this 
material alone. A shed to store the 
manure should pay for itself this win- 
ter. 


FEED VALUE OF SUGAR CORN 


Growers of Crop Give It More Atten- 


tion Than Ordinary Stover—Good 


Winter Stock Feed. 


Large growers of sugar corn think 


highly of the fodder derived from 
this crop and usually give it more care 
and attention than ordinary stover. 


Owing to the sugar tt -contains, it 


is a good winter stock feed, since 
sugar is both fattening and heating.

Being the only source of 
revenue expected from the flock at 
this time of the year, everyone is 
anxious to have a goodly supply, and 
with proper care and feed, satisfac- 
tory results can reasonably be ex- 
pected. 


Proper quarters in which to house 


the hens is the first and foremost 
necessary essential. The house should 
be kept clear of dirt and rubbish, and 
the nests sweet and clean. 
A cold 


dry hen house provided it is free from 
dafts, is to be preferred to a damp, 
warm one, as the latter is sure to bring 
disease to your flock. 


In the dust bath—which must al- 


ways be provided in winter—should be 
mixed reliable louse powder, to keep

Make the hens work for every single 


bit of food they get in winter, it will 
prevent them becoming too fat and 
helps keep up a vigorous circulation, 
preventing a chilled and shivering 
fowl. 


Hot food in "winter is imperative; 


every morning and night it should be 
fed piping hot. In the morning feed a 
dry mash, made by boiling small pota- 
toes, beets, turnips, vegetable parings 
and the like, thickened with bran or 
other middlings. This mash should 
be fed in clean troughs, placed high 
enough to make the hens hustle to 
reach them. Hens delight to scratch 
in a litter of dry leaves and it makes 
the most ideal scratch-material. Small 
grain generously scattered in a deep 
litter of leaves will keep the flock hap- 
pily busy and contented the whole day 
through. 


For the last feed in the day corn is 


the most satisfactory, imparting the 
heat so necessary for the well-being 
of the fowl during the cold, bitter 
•winter nights. The best way to feed 
corn is to place it in the oven on the 
cob and leave it until it is baked a 
nice delicate brown. The savory odoi 
of baked corn is very appetizing, and 
when the ears are cut »p in short 
lengths and fed thus to the fowls it 
will keep them busy to pick up the 
grains. 


Water must be provided in abund 


ance. 
Of course, it is a 
dtfficuli 


matter to keep water before the hens 
in zero weather, when it freezes al- 
most as soon as it is put out, but you 
must provida it often enough to insure 
each feul getting its full share.

I have kept 50 White leg- 
horns in it for the last four winters 
and never had a frozen comb, nor a 
case of roup, writes F. R. Campbell ol 
Nebraska in Missouri Valley Farmer, 
The house is 10 feet wide, 12 feet deep, 
4 feet high at the eaves and 7 at the 
ridge. There is a 12-inch board at the 
bottom in the open end and under the 
west door so that no litter is wasted

A piece of 1-inch mesh wire netting is 
needed on the south side. The window 
on the east side may be removed dur- 
ing {he summer for ventilation. The 
roof Is covered with patent roofing 
costing $1.10 a square, and there 
are absolutely no open cracks for 
drafts on either side except the south. 
Once or twice a week a forkful of mil- 
let or alfalfa is thrown in to the hens 
and wheat or oats scattered over this 
every morning. The hens are busy the 
coldest days. When a strong south 
wind comes up the windows and doors 
are closed. Once a month I take out 
the roosts and nests which are nail 
kegs, and spray with coal oil 
The 


low roof confines the body heat devel- 
oped and keeps the hens warm, at the 
same time being high enough for an at- 
tendant to do his work.
